FIVE-POINT HOG PROGRAM 
IS GIVEN BY SPECIALIST 


AUBURN, Ala.—By following a 
simple 5-point program, Alabama 
farmers can profitably market; 
surplus corn by feeding it to hogs, 
says F. W. Burns, extension live- 
stock specialist, who offers the 
following suggestions: 

1. Select only thrifty, well-de- 
veloped pigs as feeders. 

2. If possible, keep pigs on} 
green feed, such as rye or oats,! 
during the entire feeding period. 

8. Keep a mineral mixture 
(equal parts by weight) of char- 
coal, slacked lime, and salt before 
the hogs at all times. 

4. Equal parts by weight of 
60 per cent tankage and cotton- 
seed meal should be kept in a 
self-feeder or fed at the rate of 
one-half pound per pig per day, 
in addition to all the corn they 
will clean up twice daily. 

5. Shade, shelter, and fresh, 
clean water should be available 
at all times.

A NEW COMMONWEALTH 
establishment of the 
Philippine commonwealth this 
month, with Manuel Quezon, a 
native Filipino, as president, an- 
other step toward the independ- 
ence of the Islands was taken. 
Under the law establishing the 
temporary commonwealth it is 
provided that absolute independ- 
ence shall be granted after 10 
years, 

Whether the Filipino people will 
be better off as an independent na- 
tion remains to be seen, but inas- 
much as the United States has 
been pledged to withdraw as soon 
as a stable native government 
could be established, that pledge 
is being redeemed. 

Since the passage of the Jones 
Act in 1916, the Filipinos have had 
the rights and privileges of Amer- 
ican citizens, and many benefits 
besides. They have paid no Fed- 
eral taxes, yet have been riven the 
protection of the American Army 
and Navy without cost. Reciprocal 
free trade relations with the Unit- 
ed States have existed since 1909. 
Of all officials of the government, 
more than 98 per cent have been 
Filipinos in recent years. 

When full independence is grant- 
ed in 1945, the Philippines will be 
required to pay duties on exports 
to the United States, and will have 
to provide means for their own 
defense. If world conditions are 
still unsettled when that time 
comes, it may develop that the 
Filipinos will be paying a high 
price for their freedom. 

But absolute freedom is their 
desire, and Uncle Sam will grant 
it. All will wish for the success 
of the new government, and hope 
that when the commonwealth is 
ended the Filipino people may be 
able to maintain themselves as 
an entirely free and independent 
nation.» :

was that in which Carlie Weaver, 
age 30 years, met his death near 
Valley Grove, about ten miles 
nort& of Opp. 

Mr. Weaver, whose eyesight was 
defective, was cutting the logs in

when a tree that he had cut lodged 
against another tree instead of 
falling to the ground. As is the 
custom with men who work at 
logging, the method used to dis- 
lodge this tree was to cut another 
on the opposite side and make it 
fall against the lodged tree, there- 
by causing both trees to land on 
the ground. 

This was accomplished but the 
tree Mr. Weaver had first cut fell 
the direction in which he was 
standing, hit him on the side of 
the head, knocking a hole in his 
head and causing instant death. 

He leaves to mourn his death a 
widowed mother and widowed sis- 
ter, whom he was supporting, be- 
sides his wife and one child. Burial 
was at Valley Grove Sunday. 


PRESS RIGHTS UPHELD 


Another effort to muzzle the 
press has failed in Texas, where a 
judge fined six Houston newspaper 
men for contempt of court, be- 
cause they published reports of 4 
murder trial in violation of his 
order not to do so, 

Three managing editors were 
fined $100 each, and three report- 
ers $25 each, which all refused to 
pay. They were ordered into tech- 
nical custody of the sheriff, but 
were released on writs of habeas 
corpus pending appeal. 

A few days ago the Court of 
Criminal Appeals ruled that news- 
papers have a constitutional right 
to print proceedings of criminal 
trials—a right which can not be 
abridged by the courts, It declared 
that “in the nature of things the 
Proceedings of public trials consti- 
tute news which newspapers have 
the right to publish in informing 
the public of current events.” 

It was pointed out that a court 
could order a change of venue to 
protect the accused and that the 
law offers wide latitude for deter- 
mining whether jurors hold opin- 
ions that would influence a verdict. 

After declaring the privilege of 
writing opinions was accorded and 
protected by the bill of rights, the 
court said: 

“This guaranty is also embodied 
in the constitutions of the sey- 
eral American states and in the 
first amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States,”

Bankhead Says AAA To i 


Revise Allotment Basis In 
1936, Erasing Inequalities 


By ATTICUS MULLIN 
HAYNEVILLE, Ala., Nov. 14, 
An announcement of far reaching’ 
importance to the cotton farmers 
of the South was made here today 
in iw Speech by Senator John H, 
Bankhead in which he predicted 
that for next year, 1936, cotton 
farmers would have four aiterna- 
tive from which to select 
in getting their cotton allotment. 
This plan will supersede the pres: 
ent five-year production plan which 
has caused considerable dissatis- 

faction to the cotton farmers, 
The plan next year, from which 


bases 


farmers will have their own selec-|} 


tion as a basis of allotment, in- 
cludes the following: 

Present base period of the five 
years including 1928-1982 inelu- 
sive, 

Jase period including production 
in the years 1932-1933 and 1984. 

suse period including production 
in 1933 plus plow-up and 1934-1935, 

The individual farmer can elect, 
according to the information re- 
ceived by Senator Bankhead, to 
have his 1936 allotment based on 
any of the four production periods 
mentioned above. Such a plan, he 
believed, would result in eliminat- 
ing the many inequalities that 
exist under the five-year base pe- 
riod in effect this year through 
a ruling of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Senator Bankhead, speaking to 
probably 1,000 farmers of Lowndes 
County, a crowd completely filling 
the Hayneville courthouse and ov- 
erflowing into the streets around 
it, told of his efforts to secure a 
different system of allotment than 
the one in effect in 1985. He told 
of his various conferences with 
agricultural officials to this end. 
He pointed out that the Bankhead 
cotton control bill would have al- 
lowed a different basis of allot- 
ment. 

Following Senator Bankhead’s 
address, Lowndes County farmers, 
including visitors, were given a 
luncheon at the Hayneville school 
building and at that luncheon Wal- 
ter Randolph, executive secretary 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau, 
stated that Alabama would have 
the right to name its own cotton 
allotment next year. He said Sen- 
ator Bankhead was largely instru- 
mental in getting this change 
through. 

At the luncheon it was demon- 
strated that the farmers of 
Lowndes County are almost 100 
per cent behind the control pro- 
gram, the AAA and the agricul- 
tural efforts of the Federal admin- 
istration with

Attending the luncheon was E. 
B. Green of New Orleans, presi- 
dent of the Federal Land Bank of

“When the statements of the 
farmers had all been received and 
added up it developed that in ev- 
ery county in the cotton belt the 
totals showed acreage and the 
humber of bales produced in ex- 


cess of the official records rang- 
ing from 10 to 60 per cent. Tt is 
generally recognized in the De- 


partment of Agriculture that if 
the Bankhead compulsory control 
bill had not been passed sufficient 
reduction in the farm contracts 
could not have been secured to 
bring the figures within the offi- 
cial records and the whole acre- 
age rental program would have 
been abandoned. 

“The rental contracts were se- 
cured by compromises and county- 


wide horizontal reductions. The 
result was that the farmer who 
exaggerated the most his acre- 


age and production got the bene- 
fit of the farmers who presented 
correct figures. 

“Any fair-minded man ought to 
know that a plan worked out on 
that basis cannot permanently 
endure, It has resulted in too 
many inequalities. 

“Before my bill was finally pass- 
ed I found out that it was the 
intention of the department to try 
to make the baleage allotments 
fit the acreage rental contracts. T 
protested then against that action, 
but yielded on the statement that 
it was then too late to adopt any 
other basis for that year.”

CORN HUSKER RECORDS 


One of the keenest competitions 
of the year has been seen in the 
cornfields of Towa, where corn 
l.usking records have been repeat- 
edly made and broken. 

Back in 1932, when Clarence 
Bockes of Conrad, Ia., set a new 
world’s record by husking 2,698 
pounds of corn in 80 m&nutes, it 
looked as if he had about reached 
the limit of speed in that line. In 
fact, his record did stand un- 
equalled until October of this year, 

Then Lee Carey of Laurel, Ia, 
eclipsed Bockes' feat by stripping 
the husks off 2,779 pounds in the 
regulation period, but this record 
stood only three days, when Leo 
Oeckenfels went him 18 pounds 
better, for a total of 2,797, This 
record held good for only five days. 

Finally, Elmer Carlsen, 24 years 
old, of Audubon, Ia., got into ac- 
tion, and when his 80 minutes were 
up he had ripped the husks from 
2,824 pounds of corn, beating the 
1932 record by 126 pounds. 

Thus the world's corn husking 
yecord was broken three times in 
nine days, the latest champion 
maintaining an average of 35.3 
pounds a minute during his 80- 
minute performance, Now, can 
anyone beat that?

xX. HOW THE CONSTITUTION GREW 


The Constitution was not in- 
tended to be a rigid body of law, 
but a broad statement of demo- 


cratic principles and a set of rules 
for the application of those prin- 
ciples. For as long as the Legis- 
lative, Executive and Judicial 
branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment adhered to those principles 
and were guided by those rules, 
they were piven almost a free 
hand to do anything that chang- 
circumstances and conditions 
might require to be done, If at 
any time it seemed desirable to 
change the rules, the Constitution 
itself provided a method of amend- 
ment, 

The growth of the Constitution, 
to keep pace with the growth of 
the Nation and the changing times, 
has, however, been accomplished 
not as much by changing the rules 
as by successive interpretations of 
the rules by the Supreme Court, 
There have been only’ eleven 
amendments to the Constitution in 


the 144 years since the adoption 
of the first ten, which constituted 
the Bill of Rights. But through 
the decisions of the Supreme Court 
the principles which were stated 
only in broad, general terms by 
the framers of the Constitution 
have been , clarified” and applied 
almost from the beginning, in new 
ways to meet new situations. The 
great body of constitutional law 
comprised in the decisions of the 
Supreme Court has become as 
much a part of the Constitution as 
the original document itself. It 
has been developed into something 
living, flexible, adaptable to every 
social and economie change in hu- 
man affairs; yet not once, either 
by amendment or by interpreta- 
tion, have the fundamental princi- 
ples laid down in the Constitution 
been abandoned. 

The growth of the Constitution 


began with the advent of John 
Marshall as Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, in 1801, In the 
34 years throughout which Mar- 
shall presided over the 
branch of the Federal Government, 
hardly a phase of the Constitution 
did not come before the Court for 
interpretation, John Marshall's de- 
cisions pointed the way to keep 
the Constitution abreast of the 
time without sacrificing the prin- 
ciples of democracy. 

Marshall first seized upon the 
possibilities inherent in the clause 
giving Congress power to regulate 
commerce between the states. His 


successors, following his lead, have 
made it possible, by their dect- 
sions, to expand the powers of 


the Imederal Government in pace 
with social and economic evolution, 
No provision of the Constitution 
has been more zealously scrutin- 
ized than this one, as both Con- 
gress and the Mxecutive have con- 
stantly sought to broaden the 
powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Upon the rather slender 
thread of “commerce among the 
several states’ hangs a weight of 
Federal powers that would have 
snapped any less elastic provision. 

Through the bold exercise of its 
right to decide what the Constitu- 
tion means the Supreme Court has 
made the Constitution reflect the 
solid convictions of the people, 
throughout all the transformations 
brought about by forces of which 
the framers of the Constitution 
never dreamed. The inevitable re- 
sult of steam and electricity, ap- 
plied in railroads, telegraph and 


telephone, was to unify the Na-j 


tion, and to give the Federal Goy- 
ernment steadily increasing im- 
portance as compared with the in- 
dividual states. The great func- 
tion of the Supreme Court has 
been to determine how far the

WHERBAS, notice of such elee- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, 
and by the provisions of the Act 
submitting said amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama, 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 17th day of December, 1985; 

NOW, THEREFORE, TI, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 17th day of 
1935, an election will be held at 
the several polling places in the 
several counties within the State 
of Alabama for the vote of the 
qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama in the manner and form 
provided by law upon the following

amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901, as 


December, 


follows: 

“The Legislature of Alabama 
may authorize Mobile County 
to issue bonds from time to 
time, not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate  $1,600,000.00, which 
bonds, or the proceeds thereof, 
shall be used exclusively for 
paying valid and enforceable 
unbonded obligations of Mobile 
County, and unbonded obliga- 
tions of Mobile County which 
would be valid and enforceable 
but for the provision or provi- 
sions of the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 fixing the 
debt limit of said County, and 
all past due interest and prin- 
cipal on any valid and enforce- 
able bonded obligations of said 
County, existing on September 
30th, 1986. In September of 
each year after the adoption of 
this amendment to the Consti- 
tution, the governing body of 
Mobile County shall adopt a 
budget based on 95 per cent of 
the gross receipts of the gen- 
eral fund of the preceding year 
for the succeeding fiscal year 
beginning October 1st, and the 
expenses of such county for any 
such fiscal year shall not ex- 
ceed the revenues of the county 
for that year. All debts con- 
tracted or liabilities incurred by 
the said county in excess of 
such revenues shall be void. The 
governing body of Mobile Coun- 
ty may, during any such fiscal 
year, borrow additional money 
to the extent of twenty-five 
(25%) per cent of the general 
revenues of such County for the 
preceding fiscal year, and pledge 
to secure the payment thereof 
the general revenues of the 
county for such current fiscal 
year only, such loans to be paid 
within that fiscal year or from 
the pledged general revenues of 
the County subsequently collect- 
ed for that year, and any loan so 
made and not paid out of the 
general revenues of the County 
pledged to secure the same shall 
be void as to any amount re- 
maining unpaid.

WHEREAS, the Legislature ot 
Alabama at the regular session 
1935 ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
on the First Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment of 
the present session of the Legis- 
lature, and 

WHERBAS, the First Tuesday 
after three months from and after 
the final adjournment of the Leg- 
islature will be an occur on Tues- 
day, December 17, 1935, and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 


amendnient is required by law aud 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
miltting said amendment to be 
Biven by a@ proclamation of tne 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Aiabama 
once 4 week for eight successive 
weeks immediately preceding tne 
said 17th day of December, 1985: 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 1/(th day of December 
1935, an election shall be held at 
the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama in the manner 
and form provided by law upon 
the following Amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901, as follows: 

“The Legislature of Alabama 
may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, 
fix, regulate and alter the fees, 
commissions, allowances and 
salaries, including the method 
or basis of their compensation, 
to be charged or received by 
the Tax Assessors, Tax Collec- 
tors, Probate Judges, Circuit 
Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers 
of the Chancery Courts, and in- 
cluding ¢he right to place any 
one or all of said officers on a 
Salary and provide for the tees 
charged and collected by said 
officers to be paid into the 
treasury from which their sal- 
aries are paid, and provide the 
method and basis of their com- 
pensation, or consolidate any of 
said offices in the following 

“named counties: Calhoun and 

Tuscaloosa, All Acts of the 
regular session of the Legisla- 
ture 1985 heretofore passed and 
applicable, or purporting to be 
applicable, to any or all of said 
counties, and fixing, or pur- 
porting to fix the compensation 
of said named county officers, 
on a salary basis, are hereby 
validated and confirmed.” 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of this election upon 
Tuesday the 17th day of December, 
1935, upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901, be 
given by publishing the same once 
a week for eight successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday the 17th 
day of December 1935, in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
in a newspaper published in said 
County.
